Washington, January Sth.—In th e Senate to­ 
day the Postolfice Com m ittee reported a bill 
providing th a t th e omission to pav the lawful 
postage on special delivery letters shall not pre­ 
vent or delay its transm ission and delivery, but 
th a t the law ful postage shall be collected on 
delivery. 
Passed. 
Sherm an introduced a bill to m ake and alter 
the regulations as to the tim e, places and m an­ 
ner of holding elections for Representatives in 
Congress. 
Referred to the Com m ittee on Priv­ 
ileges and Elections. 
H oar offered a resolution (agreed to) calling 
on the Secretary of the Iieasury for a repoit of 
Special Treasury Officer Byrne, m ade in No­ 
vem ber, 1887, in regard to the evasion of sugar 
duties in New York. 
The Senate then resum ed consideration ot 
the tariff' bill. Some am endm ents were offered 
to the cotton schedule by Dem ocrats and re­ 
jected by a party vote. 
Jones of A rkam as m oved to am end the para­ 
graph which taxes bagging f >r cotton, gunnv- 
cloth. etc., for coverings, composed wholly or 
partly of hem p, jute, or jute butts (valued at 
not more th an 3 cents per pound), three-fourths 
ot a cent per pound, bv putting it uu the free 
list. 
The am endm ent was discussed 
at 
great 
length by Berry, Jones, George, Allison, Platt. 
Sherm an, Butler, A ldrich, Hiscock, Vance and 
Coke. A vote was finally taken 
on Jones’ 
am endm ent, and it was rejected—ayes 19, noes 
24, Brown votiug w ith the R epublicans in the 
negative. 
Jones then m oved to reduce the rate from % 
to % ot a cent, and the motion was rejectee, 
Brown again voting iu the negative. 
On motion of Allison the value lim it of 3 cents 
a pound in the paragraph was reduced to 2% 
cents. 
Vest m oved to go back to paragraph 34, and 
put burlaps ou the free list, w hich was rejected, 
Brown agaiu voting iu the negative. 
Vance moved to add a proviso to the section 
th a t the duty on no article in the section should 
exceed a rate of 50 per cent, ud valorem. 
No action was taken, and the bill w ent over 
till to-morrow, Allison giving notice that unless 
better progress were m ade w ith the bill he 
would to-morrow or next day move for evening 
sessions, or to m eet at 11 o’clock and sit unlfl 
6 or 6:30 o’clock. 
The House joint resolution authorizing the 
Secretary of War to loan the Com m ittee on In­ 
augural Ceremonies rtags, etc., was reported by 
Hawley and passed. Adjourned.

W ashington, January 8th.—The bill intro­ 
duced by Senator Sherm an to-day, proposing 
num erous changes in the laws regulating the 
election of Congressmen, provides th at after 
May 1, 1890, elections for Representatives iu 
Congress shall be conducted according to the 
provisions of the bill, and the Legislatures of 
the States may direct the election of Presidential 
Electors n he sam e m anner. The expense of 
elections in such cases is to,he paid out of the 
Federal Treasury. 
The bill authorizes the President 10 appoint— 
w ith the approval of the Senate—five qualified 
voters in each State, to be known as a Board of 
State Canvassers, and three voters in each Con­ 
gressional District, to serve as an Electoral 
Board, the appointees to hold office during good 
behavior. The Electoral Board of each Con­ 
gressional District shall appoint a Ite .iste ra u d 
three Ju d g es- not all of the sam e political party 
—for each election district, or precinct, to hold 
office for six years:

S a n F r a n c is c o , January 8th.—The Executive 
Com m ittee of the >taio Board of Trade held a 
m eeting to-day. President A. T. Hatch pre­ 
sided. 
A delegation trom the Federated Trades 
was present, consisting of M. Mc-GIynu, C. J. J. 
Sm ith, Alfred F uhrm an, V. Hoffhieyer, E. W. 
T hurm an atid C. O’Connell. 
It w as expected th at representatives of the 
state Board of A griculture would t>e present, 
but letters from President 1- P. Shippee and 
secretary Sm ith explained that the notice given 
was too short to perm it mem bers of the Board 
far in the country to reach here tor this meeting. 
R egarding the proposed conference w ith these 
Directors Mr. Mills spoke briefly, saving that he 
considered that since the Board ot'A griculture 
w as first organized a new interest has beeu de­ 
veloped in California—the citrus product in ter­ 
est. The State Society gives annually a grand 
exhibition with general products, hotse-raciug. 
etc., but little or no attention has been given lo 
citrus truits. If the state Society docs not de­ 
sign to arrange for a citrus exhibition, the 
speaker suggested that the State Board of Trade 
take th e m atter up. The ftiterest m ay uot have 
been entirely overlooked, hut th e fact is that 
the annual sta te exhibition is held at the same 
date it was in 1S50, and at a tim e w hen citrus 
jiroducts are not ready lor exhibition. The 
speaker noted th at the appropriation last year 
for th e State F air tfor two years!, was $1(19,800. 
This sum had grown gradually from $8,000 for 
the tw o years of 1S68-69. 
Mr. Mills closed bv ot­ 
tering a resolution instructing the G eneral M an­ 
ager to com m unicate w ith the State Board of 
A griculture, and ascertain the intentions of t hat 
body in regard to an exhibition such as sug­ 
gested. The Board was asked to be present a: 
the n ex t m eeting of the Executive Committee 
in two weeks. 
The resolution w as adopted. 
Mr. Carr, who is a m em ber of the State Board 
of A griculture, said that w ithout doubt the sug­ 
gestion would be favorably acted upon. 
A com m unication w as read from the O akland 
Board of Trade suggesting that legislative aid 
lor the State Board of Trade and the work it is 
carrying ou be asked. 
Mr. Mills opposed the idea of State aid for the 
State Board. “ Just as soon as we have State 
m oney, we’ll have to expend it as State money 
is expended—extravagantly. 
No State institu­ 
tion could ever be carried on as econom ically as 
this has been." 
Mr. Mills said he had no objec 
lion to the State aiding county Boards or the 
counties, but he would protest against auy 
action th at would m ake this a State Institution. 
Messrs. Byington, Chipm an, Beach and others 
opposed the suggestion lor State aid. 
General M anager Brown objected to the State 
aid proposition, saying th at it funds cam e from 
the State the m erehauts of this city who, w ith 
the Southern Pacific, have been the chief sup­ 
porters, w ould w ithdraw their aid. The State 
Board has done well, and all should be satisfied 
if as good work can be done in th e future. The 
fruits of work accom plished are uo.v being 
borne and are being seen daily. 
After some m ore discussion the m atter was re­ 
ferred back to (lie Oaklaud Board with the Stale 
Board's indorsem ent and suggestion th at the 
O akland Board push the m atter before the 
Legislature. 
The m em bers ot the Federated Trades were 
introduced. Mr. McGlynn spoke briefly, saying 
th at he and his colleagues had come in com e 
quence of reports th at had been spread abroad 
th a t a repeal of the Exclusion Act was desired 
by certain people, and th at there is not enough 
w hite labor iu the stale to supply the dem and. 
He and the m em bers ot the delegation opposed 
this view, asserting th at there is sufficient white 
labor in the State. 
Mr. Mills spoke at length regarding the plans 
of th e Board in supplying the desired labor, lie 
asserted tlm t his views were always favoring 
A m erica for Am ericans, and laid down as a 
general principal th a t one A m erican at any 
tim e in developing a State is w orth two foreign­ 
ers. 
He referred at length to the vast im m igra­ 
tion from Europe—how in one yenr 870,000 Euro­ 
peans reached this country, and how the young 
A m erican is gradually being crowded lrom the 
East to the new W estern States. 
It is to secure 
these A m ericans for developing California th at 
the exhibition car is now traveling throughout 
th e States ol the m iddle West. 
In the course of the discussion Mr. Mills said 
it was the tru th th at there are not here now 
enough unem ployed m en to supply thedem aud 
“ Let the tru th be told," he said. “ Let us lace 
the tru th , and bravely take the consequences 
The elim ination of the l hiñese from o u rp o p u 
lation would result in a laWir panic, as at eer- 
tain seasons th ere m ust be a tem porary strin­ 
gency.” Continuing, he spoke of the neeessi y 
of a readjustm ent ot labor m atters, but hesnoke 
hopefully of the ultim ate outcom e th at will re­ 
sult in the disappearance of the Chinese, be­ 
cause they will be no longer needed. The great 
com m onw ealths of New fo rk and New England 
were built up w ithout slave labor, an d so it will 
be w ith the increased im m igration to supply 
the labor dem ands. 
Mr. Mills considered the 
intoxicating h ab its of w hite laborers, and said 
th at th e dem and for strong drink w as the great 
curse of w hite laborers during the harvest sea­ 
son. 
Tlie labor question was then generally dis­ 
cussed, after which the m eeting adjourned.

Fan F ranisco, January sth .—A m eeting of the 
Grape-Growers’ and W ine-M akers’ Association 
was held this m orning at 130 Post street. H. f t . 
M cIntyre, of Vina, acted as Chairm an, and E. 
II. Rixford, of th is city, was Secretary. The 
com m ittee, consisting of Charles K ru g .'H . ft'. 
Crabb, F. I'olnidorff, 
I. D el’urk and J. II. 
W heeler, which was appointed last August to 
prepare an address concerning the difficulties 
under which the iudustrv is laboring. rejHiried. 
The report, w hich has heretofore appeared, was 
adopted. 
Mr. DeTurk advocated the organization of 
county viticultural societies, to gather statistics 
and tacts concerning the industry. They should 
also appoint delegates to the State organization, 
w hich could then, from the report ot these dele­ 
gates, ascertain the am ount of wine produced 
iu the sta 'e . If this am ount was fouua to be in 
excess of the dem and, next season each vintner 
should be required to distill his percentage of 
the excess into brandy. By this m eans the price 
of wine, instead of being 12 to 15 cents per gal­ 
lon, would range from 25 to 30 cents. Mr. 
DeTurk advocated the establishm ent of a cen­ 
tral co o p eratin g distillery for the purpose of 
m anufacturing brandy from the excess ot wine. 
Our brandy is not uniform , which is very d etri­ 
m ental to this branch of the industry. 
" 
The establishm ent o f large 
storage w are­ 
houses near New York for wines and brandies 
was suggested by Mr. De Turk. Wine im proves 
taster in that clim ate th an here and storage 
cooperage Is cheaper. 
It was stated th a t there was an objection to 
Mr. De T urk's plan for a central distillery, as 
the freight would be considerable, and the 
establishm ent of district distilleries was recom­ 
m ended. 
T he statem ent was m ade th at there is very 
little trouble in drying grapes. If the grounil 
was dusty it should be covered w ith a slight 
am ouat of straw. Tne grapes should be taken 
from the stems as soon as dried. 
Mr. Portal stated th at in drying grapes n oth­ 
ing is lost but the m oisture: the wiue-m aking 
qualities all rem ain. Consequently, equally as 
good w ine m ay he m ade from dried as from 
green grapes. 
Mr. 8cliell Drought up the m atter concerning 
the rem oval of the internal revenue tax from 
spirits used in fortifying sweet wines.

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PROPERLY LOCATE IT. 


T he State cannot afford to make mis­ 
takes. 
W henever it is warned by compe­ 
tent authority th a t in the im portant act 
of locating a State institution it is about 
to commit a blunder, perseverance in it 
becomes worse than an unwise course. 
T he State has made a grave error in locat­ 
ing the Home for Feeble-minded C hil­ 
dren, and in another column of this issue 
this error is made perfectly clear. To the 
calm reading and careful consideration of 
the statem ents there presented we invite 
th a t judicial attention and dispassionate 
judgm ent which characterizes the course 
of the true legislator. 
T he State lias not proceeded so far in 
th e m atter th at it cannot retrace its steps. 
T he dictates of justice and commonest 
economy point out the action th at should 
be taken. T he institution has been located 
in Santa Clara county in a most ill-chosen 
spot, where nature does not favor proper 
drainage or w ater supply. T o overcome 
these will involve artificial means at cost 
so great th a t it cannot be even conjectured. 
Including the original purchase there has 
been expended §30,000, and one third of 
th a t am ount has been lost in efforts to 
overcome natural defects. 
To retrace the 
steps taken will involve no further loss; 
to continue the location will be to sink a 
very large sum. 
T he policy of the State has been wisely 
declared to be to provide for the feeble 
m inted, as it does for the insane, the deaf 
and dumb and the blind. 
I t is a policy 
dictated by the hum ane in our nature and 
lias been pursued by many States and by 
all civilized countries of any considerable 
m aturity. 
The Trustees of the institution 
now so ill-located in Santa Clara countv 
represent the State, and it must be conceded 
act for what they believe to be the verv 
best interests of the people. A m ajority of 
the Board, 
men 
and women of high 
character, inflexible integrity and philan­ 
thropic spirit, favor a change of location, 
and will ask of the Legislature an appro­ 
priation adequate to the needs of the j>ol- 
icv of proper location elsewhere and of 
caring for the hundred and mote unfortu­ 
nates already under their care. If hum an­ 
itarian considerations 
are to move us 
to 
care 
for 
these 
wards 
of 
the 
State, it should justify us in that liberality 
of expenditure th at will adequately ac­ 
complish the ends in view. 
These are 
laudable purposes; their attainm ent Ls the 
highest testimony to our hum an nature, 
and to the sense of duty that actuates the 
people of the State in caring for those 
who are of necessity State charges. 
In 
this m atter let the people entertain the 
hope th a t before its supreme importance 
all local and selfish interests will sink 
out of sig h t; th at the legislators now as­ 
sembled will rise superior to all other con­ 
siderations than those th at involve the 
best care of the unfortunates and the best 
and wisest location of the Home. 
I here is, as is well known, a warm con­ 
test over its relocation. 
T hat it should be 
located w ithout Santa Clara county is the 
profound conviction of the best friends of 
the institution. 
For it is not expected 
th at Santa Clara sentim ent will be delocal­ 
ized. 
T hat county has the Normal School 
and the Agnew Asylum. 
I t will properly 
enough ask for their adequate support, but 
the fear is strongly manifest in the senti­ 
m ent of that county th at the demands of 
junior will lie at the expense of the two 
senior institutions. 
It is in itself a co­ 
gent reason why a number of public insti­ 
tutions should not be located in one countv, 
since they are liable to be put iu antago­ 
nism to each other. 
Hence it is not at all 
likely that self-interest will perm it Santa 
Clara sentim ent todo justice to the feebler, 
most needy and youngest of the three insti­ 
tutions w ithin its bounds, ami the latter 
should therefore be located elsewhere, and 
so endowed by the State as to insure the 
accomplishment of th e high purposes of 
which it was born. 
The subject is second 
in importance to no othet of sim ilar char­ 
acter that will come before the Legisla­ 
ture anti must not lie put aside bv anv ex­ 
cuses.^ Convinced of the urgency of the 
question, the justice of its claims and the 
unquestionable m istake the State lias al­ 
ready made, we shall take up the m atter 
again and in th at detail that is essential 
to its clear comprehension. 
W e have faith 
in the fine sense of justice of Californians, 
and the im perative obligations of dutv,and 
that the legislature will divest the subject 
of localism, and deal with it free from anv 
other influences than those that look to the 
lest interest of the State and its needs.

RETROSPECT 
OF 
THE 
TKINE. 
MONROE DOC- 


The passage by the Senate of the U nited 
States of the joint resolution relating to 
the P anama (.'anal is a reassertion of the 
Monroe doctrine, and therefore not the 
enunciation of a new policy. 
But at this 
juncture, when France is urged to take 
part in the completion of the canal, it has 
peculiar emphasis. 
The surprising thing 
about it is that three Southern Democrats 
should have voted against it, in the face of 
the traditions of the Democratic party 
and the famous declaration of Thomas 
Jefferson. 
The reassertion ought to command such 
attention from th e youth of the land as to 
awaken their interest in the history of the 
doctrine and stim ulate them to study one 
of the most interesting phases in all our 
national career. 
A brief sketch of th at 
history may be of value in encouraging 
such inquiry. 
Jam es Monroe, the fifth President, from 
his earliest political career was an ardent 
American. 
Up to his tim e no statesman 
had given more attention to the foreign 
relations of the 1 uited (states, and none 
better understood them. 
Because of his 
profundity in this respect he was, through 
all the political contest that antagonized 
Monroe to the Adm inistration, nevertheless 
counseled with by W ashington. 
H e came 
to the I’residency in 1817, after having 
proved his patriotism by devoting his p ri­ 
vate fortune to his country a t a time when 
th e treasury was em pty and th e public 
credit prostrate—to enable the defense of 
New Orleans to be made against B ritish 
arms. 
Monroe’s first term as President was re­ 
markable. 
H e assumed th e reins of gov­ 
ernm ent in a supreme crisis of the nation. 
Its army was demoralized, its treasure 
bankrupt, its ta w weak, its credit value­ 
less, the people despondent. 
H e visited 
every section of the Union, reorganized 
the m ilitia, strengthened the nm y, re­ 
habilitated the arm y and fortified im­ 
portant posts. 
He restored (Mihlic confi­ 
dence in the scheme of self-government, 
vitalized home industries and so managed 
public affairs that party lines ware prac­ 
tically obliterated, and his term became 
famous as “ the period of good will and 
prosperity." 
Such was his success that in 
1820 he was re-elected with but one dis­ 
senting electoral vote out of 235. 
During 
his terms Mississippi, Illinois and M aine j 
came inte the I nion; the famous fisheries - 
treaty (ISIS) with Kngiand was concluded ' 
Jfd we acquired from Spain Last and 


purchased. 
U nder 
him 
Missouri 
wa-s 
adm itted w ith 
slavery 
and 
the 
“ compromise" effected forever excluding 
slavery from all the rest of the region 
north o f 30° 3(F. 
The independence of 
Mexico was acknowledged, and the inde­ 
pendence of the South American colonies 
(1822) from Spanish dom ination was recog­ 
nized; and h“re was the beginning of the 
grow th of the Monroe doctrine, shortly 
after adopted as the national policy, and 
never since departed front, with a solitary 
exception, and from which departure the 
U nited States returned at the first oppor­ 
tunity. 
In brief and simplest form this doc-trine 
—as enunciated by Monroe in his famous 
message— is th a t it is the policy of the 
L nited States of America to refrain from 
interference 
or 
entanglem ent 
with 
European issues and contests, and to re­ 
sent as unfriendly action andas intolerable 
any interference by the powers of the old 
world w ith the afiiiirs of the new. 
Also, 
th a t the U nited States will view as men­ 
acing, any efibrt on the part of European 
(iovernm ents “to extend their system to 
any portion of this hem isphere;” and that 
any such attem pt will be regarded as 
“dangerous to our peace and safety.” 
A concert of European Powers, known 
as the “ H oly Alliance,” was put afoot to 
aid Spain in reclaiming the revolting 
South American colonies, whose inde­ 
pendence we had recognized. 
England, 
by her commercial interests and the fear 
that such reclamation, if effected, m ight 
lead to efibrts by the French to regain the 
possessions she once enjoyed upon this 
continent, opposed the “ Holy Alliance,” 
and encouraged the United States to resist 
it. 
T he first indication of the coming 
policy is to be found in the notable con­ 
ference between the American and British 
M inisters iu which they agreed upon, and 
submitted to their Governments the declara­ 
tion th at neither nation could view the 
reclamation of the South American States 
with indifference. 
The next year, 1823, Mr. Adams, as 
Secretary of State, replied to Russia that 
we would contest her claim to any new 
colonization upon A m erican coasts, and 
that “ the American 
continents are no 
longer subjects to any new European colo­ 
nial establishments.” Upon the very heels 
of this correspondence came President 
Monroe’s great message—December, 1823 
—th at sounded anew the doctrine of free 
government, and the consecration of Am er­ 
ican soil to the cause of lib e rty : 
“ The American continents, by the free 
and independent condition which they 
have assumed and m aintain, are hence­ 
forth not to he considered as subjects of 
future 
colonization ot 
any 
European 
power.” 
In the course of his consideration of the 
matter, President Monroe took occasion to 
subm it certain correspondence involving 
the principle to the sage of Monticello, 
then in retirem ent from long and illustri­ 
ous service to his country. 
Jefferson ex­ 
claimed : 
“ The question is 
the 
most 
momentous ever offered to my contem pla­ 
tion since th at of independence. 
O ur first 
and fundam ental maxim should be : never 
to entangle ourselves iu the broils of 
E uro p e; our second, never to sutler E u­ 
rope to interm eddle w ith 
cis-A tlantic 
aflairs.” 
From that hour the jiolicy of the nation 
has been to resent any attem pt bv E u­ 
ropean powers to gain a foothold upon 
American continents, and on our own part 
to refrain from interm eddling in European 
affairs. 
In 184(1 we concluded a treatv 
w ith New G ranada—still in force—guar­ 
anteeing to us the use of the Isthm us tran­ 
sit w ithout discrim inating tolls. 
In 1850, 
when we had little capital and broken and 
precarious communication w ith our Pacific 
coast possessions, we concluded the Bul- 
wer-Clavton treaty with G reat B ritain. 
By it England surrendered all claim in 
Central America, and both Governments 
agreed upon the construction of a N icara­ 
gua canal, and m utual rights and author­ 
ity over it, but that neither should acquire 
exclusive control. 
This was relaxation of 
the Monroe doctrine which we speedily 
regretted, as will be seen. 
The Colombian Government granted a 
charter to th e “ International Society of 
the Inter-Oceanic C anal” for construction 
of what is now known as the Panam a 
Canal, but it secured its neutrality in case 
of war between other nations, and denied 
the right of the grantees, or their assigns, 
to cede any rights gained to any foreign 
nation or Government. 
In 1865*General 
G rant sent General Sheridan w ith a full 
army corps to the M exican border to 
watch the movements of the French in 
Mexico. 
The result was that the French 
menace was withdrawn and M axim ilian 
left to his fate. 
In 1870 General G rant 
vigorously urged the annexation of Santo 
Domingo, then offering to come to us 
freely, because it would be action in har­ 
mony with the Monroe doctrine, and an 
em phatic notice to Eurojiean powers that 
no acquisition of territory on this side 
by them would be perm itted. 
In 1S80 President Hayes reasserted the 
Monroe Doctrine in the consideration ot 
the question of an inter oceanic canal. 
The same year Congress discussed the doc­ 
trine at great length, and though adjourn­ 
ing w ithout action, received and consid­ 
ered the report of the Committee on For­ 
eign Affairs, which was em phatic against 
any scheme or iiolicy to give any Euro­ 
pean power the right to interfere with the 
concerns or destiny of any independent 
States of this continent. 
It was in this 
year, also, that a protocol to the treaty 
of 18-1C, heretofore referred to, was pro­ 
posed, giving to the U nited States in case 
the neutrality of the Panama Canal should 
lie threatened, the right to take possession 
of it. The Colombian Government refused 
to accede to the proposition. 
In 18S1 Secretary of State Blaine sent 
out to the European powers th e notice 
which created such a stir in international 
circles, th at the activity they were then 
manifesting jointly in guaranteeing the 
neutrality of th e Panam a Canal was un­ 
called for, as the United States Govern­ 
ment had provided for such neutrality by 
the treaty of 184ti with New Granada,"and 
felt able and projiosed to maintain it alone, 
lie added that any iavolvment in the mat­ 
ter by European Governments would lie 
regarded as an intrusion, sinee th e policy 
ot the United States was to refrain from 
interference in Enropeau affairs, and to 
exact the same ot them concerning the 
American continent. 
This vigorous state­ 
ment, followed by his proposition to Eng­ 
land to modify the Bulwer-t'lavton treaty 
of 1850, greatly angered the English press, 
which denounced Mr. Blaine’s declaration 
as jingoism, and advised against any re­ 
laxation of the Bulwer-Clayton treatv of 
1850, by which we distinctly waived 'the 
Monroe 
doctrine. 
To 
this, 
reflected 
through diplom atic coires[«>ndence, Mr. 
Blaine replied that the conditions under 
which tiie Bulwer-Clayton treaty had l>een 
negotiated and concluded were exceptional, 
peculiar and temporary, had long since 
ceased to exist, and could never again be 
revived. _ We were now proviikxl with 
home capital; we had rail communication 
with our Pacific coast; we were able alone 
to furnish means to construct an inter- 
oceanic canal, and to perm it anv other 
jKjiver to take part in it, since Europe was 
now armed auii bad powerful navies afloat, 
would expose our commerce and western 
possessions to peril in case of war. 
Presi­ 
dent A rthur subsequently ratified this 
position, thus practically reoudiatiug the 
single instance in which the U nited States 
has varied from the principle of the Mon­ 
roe doctrine. 
_ - n May, 1881, the I nited States gave no­ 
tice jn diplomatic correspondence addressed 
to England, that we would take no part in 
European affairs, and that we would refuse 
to guarantee the neutrality o f the Isthm us 
transit. 
Mr. Frelinghuvsen became Secre­ 
tary «if State in Deoeiulier, 1881, and in 
his corresjxmdent* referred to this tra­ 
dition.!; jiolicy of the United States, and 
declared that we would never consent to 
any European protectorate over the Isth­ 
mus of Panama, and he repeated the ex­ 
pressions of Mr. Blaine witli regard to the 
Bulwer-Clayton treaty. 
The next step of im portance taken in 
line with this |*olicy was the passage iiv 
tiie United States Senate on Monday of 
the joint resoltnion referred to, which will • 
certainly prevail jn the House, and re a s- ¡ 
sert the Monroe doctrine, thus giving 
early warning th at the efforts to induce 
France to engage in governm ental work 
upon the Panama Canal may as weil be 
abandoned.

P resen t S ta tu s o f th e W o rk in C ali­ 
fo r n ia a n d It* F u tu r e N eed s— 
S o m e “ E xpert ” O pinions. 


The first legislation lor th e feeble-m inded iu 
Am erica was on January 22,1846, w hen a com ­ 
m ittee of the House o f Representatives in Massa­ 
chusetts was ordered “ to consider the expedi­ 
ency of appointing Commissioners to inquire 
into the condition of im beciles in the com m on­ 
w ealth, to ascertain th eir num ber, and w hether 
anything can be done for their relief.” The 
Board was appointed, Dr. S. G. Howe, C hair­ 
m an, and on th eir report m oney was appro­ 
priated lor the E xperim ental School. This Act 
founded th e first State institution in A m erica 
The report has been w idely spread through 
Europe and Am erica, and furnishes to-day the 
basis of elyclopiedic literature on this topic. 
Prior to this date, in 18:9, public and private 
facilities for this neglected class began to be pro­ 
vided for in Europe. Eduoard Seguin, M. D., a 
brilliant and accom plished young physician, 
established the work at the Hospice des Incura­ 
bles and H ospice de Bieetie, in France, lie re­ 
ceived from the Academy o f Sciences in Paris, 
after several years of patient labor, the highest 
com m endation for his work, declaring th at up 
to the tim e w hen he com m enced his labors 
(1837;, im t.eciles could not be educated or cured 
by any m eans previously know n or practiced, 
but that be had 


SOLVED THE PROBLEM. 
Coming to Am erica in 1830, he visited aud 
aided by his suggestions in the more com plete 
organization o f the “ School for Im becile Chil­ 
dren” in South Boston, th e “Institution for 
Feeble-M inded Y outh" at Barre, Mass., and the 
“ E xperim ental School," then just being estab­ 
lished by Dr. H. B. W ilbur at Albany. 
In our 
ow n country M assachusetts took the initiatory 
step. Dr. It. B. W ilbur, the pioneer of the work, 
ooening a private school in his own house at 
Barre, Mass., in July, 1848, aud the "State Insti­ 
tution,” conducted by Dr. Sam uel G. Howe, or­ 
ganizing and opcuing at South Boston in October 
of the sam e year. New York Slate was the next 
to legislate in tbe interest of this class by estab­ 
lishing an "E xperim ental School” at Albany iu 
1851, to w hich work Dr. H. B. W ilbur was called, 
’ih is woric two years later becam e the peirna- 
uent institution at Syracuse. The prívate school 
at Barre, Mass., opened by Dr H. B. Wilbur, 
still continued to be successfully conducted by 
Dr. George Brown. 
Following this cam e P enn­ 
sylvania, 185-; Connecticut, 1855: Ohio, 1857- 
K entucky, I860; Illinois, 1865; Iowa. 1876; M inne­ 
sota, 1879; Indiana, 188C: Kansas, 1881; Miohigau 
private school, 1883; California, 1884; Nebraska! 
1886; M aryland, private school, 1886; New Jersey 
1887. 
Thus far fifteen States of our Union have 
com m itted them selves to 
THIS «¡BEAT WORK 
To establish institutions on as lib é ra la footing 
as those forauy other of the specially deiective 
or diseased, w hile Delaware, Maine, Rhode 
Islsud and Georgia scud children to Pennsyl­ 
vania and M assachusetts institutions, m aking’ in 
all nineteen States on whose statute books'thesc 
saving Acts appear. From this record of Am eri­ 
can institutions it m ay be asserted th at the ex ­ 
perim ental period has passed, and we now call 
upon our Mate to legislate for these defectives 
on a perm anent basis aud on the following 
grounds: 
1. T hat the idiotic or feeble-m inded child is 
hum an. 
2. T hat under rightly directed influences he 
m ay be lifted to a highei grade. 
3. T hat he has au inalienable rig h t to these 
helps. 
4. rl h at if the com m on forms o f education arc 
inapplicable to him special m eans shall be pio- 
vidcd, 
5. T hat he has equal, if not superior, claim s to 
the adult insane. 
6. T hat universal testim ony is against alm s­ 
house custody o f these helpless ones. 
7. T hat county oflicials are urging upon us the 
care of m any now confined w ithin th eir walls- 
and 
8. T hat afflicted fam ilies oppressed w ith these 
dead w eights are m aking piteous appeals. 
A still stronger reason for perm anent and 
sufficient aid to m eet the scope aud require­ 
m ents of this work is show n bv the fact th a t our 
wards are innocent of crim e or fault: they are 
the feeble aud deform ed expressions of p aren tal 
sins or sorrows, and in m auy insiances the re­ 
flection of woes w hich th e State has directly or 
indirectly caused. 
From the woe of intem per­ 
ance, innocent children are doomed to an exist­ 
ence of helpless im becility. There is no field in 
political econom y w hich can be worked to bet­ 
ter advantage for the decrease of crim e, pauper­ 
ism aud insanity th an th at of im becility. 
OUR PREDECESSORS IN THIS WORK 
Testify to tbe im portance of Industrial training 
as the chief form a.ion of m ind and m orals, and 
the great need of acreage sufficient lo develop a 
capacity for agricultural labor w hich m aterially 
dim inishes the cost o f support. Ohio, w ith its 
1,000 acres, asserts th a t the am ount of land nec 
essary is at the ratiy of one acre per p u p il; and 
abundance of pure w ater a desideratum , at 
least fifty gallons p* r inm ate ja r diem : the 
buildings fire-proof, w ith m od m odern and best 
approved m ethods 
o f ventilation, 
heating 
sewerage and drainage: location 
on 
high 
ground, accessible to a c itv o rl-rg e tow n and 
yet sufficiently isolated. Olir present property 
is w ithin the town lim its o f .Santa Clara and 
consists of but fifty acres, and too low for ob­ 
taining proper drainage. 
Tbe w ater supply is 
also insufficient, and our buildings are all of 
wood and can be considered only as tem porary 
structures. The present Home is overcrow ded 
•with 108 inm ates. We have 200 aw aitieg adm is­ 
sion, The State has expended outside of the 
original purchase 
(815,100) but *30,00J—one- 
th ird luliy of tout am ount lias been spent on 
the sewerage and w ater problem s—pare of the 
rem ainder in such im provem ents that can be 
moved to a new locad n. i he red has bes n e x ­ 
pended w ith a view to im prove tbe grou ds, 
thereby m aking them m ore eligible to sell. The 
present s\ stem ot cesspo ds hus been considered 
the best jsossiMe for ihis tract. 
Unless cess­ 
pools be m ultiplied indefinitely, new buildings 
cannot be satisfactorily sewered. The fall iu 
present sewers iu certain places is so slight as 
to render frequent stoppages w ith attendant 
leaking or escapes of gases. 


WITH RUII.DIKGS SUITABLE 
For the num ber of i hildren and s aff necessary 
to m eet present dem ands, to sty n o th irg oi th.: 
future, the (-e-spool system crowded upon living 
quarter would be not only a disgrace to an 
advanced aud w ealthy .State, but absolutely 
crim inal from a hygienic standpoint. The dis­ 
position ot sewerage is but one of the m any 
reasons to be advanced in favor of a new site 
The work needs more isolation th at at present 
is possible. 
Parents and relations justly object 
to th eir child in tx ing objects of public orili- 
c.srn aud ridicule w hile a t play or exercise. 
More laud is needed to afford pisturage and 
range for stock; th e pr ducing of m ilk being of 
the first im portance, this article being the al­ 
most ¡OU1 diet of fully nine-teuihs ot the child­ 
ren of th e lower grade, while to all it is an in- 
dispentible adjunct of food supply. 
It lias been 
a-serteo th at tne bum s belonging to Eastern in ­ 
stitutions a e m erely so m any extravagancies, 
w here m oney is lost to the respective stales 
yearly. 
THIS IS ABSOLUTELY FALSE, 
And can lie advanced oniy bv those who are 
gross,y ignorant of th e state of the work else­ 
where, or who—:or personal reasons— vou 1 
m isrepresent and falsify. The fact is that bv 
the ulllizaiion ot the larger boys about the in ­ 
stitutions, these farm s yield as profitably for 
th eir Investm ent as any other, besides affording 
occupation, training, relief, com fort aud satis­ 
faction to a class ot cases, too old for school 
drill, peihaps too vicious for m ixed nss relation 
and too old or too strong for solitary confine­ 
m ent w ithout passing rapidly into cither acute 
m ania or hopeless dem entia 
The asylum ut 
Agnews has already a h a d dozen casiso i feeble­ 
m inded m en who ought to bo thus utilized, 
'¡heir continued incarceration w ith the insane 
will prove disastrous in every instance. 
THOSE WHO OPPOSE THE MOVEMENT 
Looking to the establishm ent of the Hom eupon 
brood acres, suitable elevation, ami its further 
continuance w ithin the lines oi m odern re 
senrcb and im provem ent, are those who have 
had no previous experience : were never iu or 
never saw any other institution for this class ; 
are bound by persoual prejudice to the present 
location, and unable or unw illing to grasp rhe 
idea of the II tm e's future extension or its ulti­ 
m ate aims. 8o far the objections to the in- 
tr .dueion of industrial pursuits—tbe teaching 
ot trades, etc.—have com e from persona totally 
unacquainted with the ¡(Ossibilities aud the 
p rogrtssof this work. On the other hand, those 
who arc interested in its rem oval to a higher 
and la-tier site, and are endeavoringto establish 
it upon the best inundation possible, are those

Report of Colonel George E. Waring, the 


fam ous drainage and sanitary engineer, 
stands foremost in the w orld as an authority 
i upon such subjects, June 1 ,1S87. In referring to 
> tn e interior and exterior drainage and sewerage 
i disposal, he sa y s: ” I regret to say th a t I find 
little, if anything, to com m end, aud m uch to 
criticise very seriously, 
it m ay not be cousid- 
• ered as w ithin m y province to speak of the site 
; selected for tbe institution, but 1 feel it never- 
| thelesB m y duty to express my unqualified con- 
i viction th at this site it unsuitable from a saui- 
I tary point of view. 1 here is absolutely no natural 
drainage, nor is com plete artificial drainage , 
possible unless, perhaps, in connection w ith th e 1 
sewerage of Fauta Clara. 
Even this would in ­ 
volve tne construction of a long line of probably 
inadequate slope and a constant liability to the 
infectiou of the interior drainage works of th e 
institution by the foul condition of th e connect­ 
ing sewer, or of some parts or all of the sewer­ 
age of F an'a Clara itself. 
In my view there is 
but one rem edy possible for this condition. 
T hat is, to rem ove the institution to some point 
having better facilities for the rem oval or for 
the purification by disposal over suitable land 
of the liquid wastes of ihe building.” 
After re­ 
view ing the system in detail, he further says : 
*‘ To c >ntinue, considering such m eans of relief 
as it wou’d be jusiifiab e to provide in the c»se 
of au institution th at m ust, inevitably, be re­ 
moved to a better site. The question of cost is a 
serious one: to put it more plainly, the place is 
not w orth th e cost of good plum bing and drain­ 
age.” 
6. May 4, 18.87. th e H ealth Officer of Santa 
Cl-ru county deciared the system of sewerage at 
the Home a nuisance and ordered the Board to 
abate the same. 
^ 7. University of Pacific students on Noveml er 
i 6,1667, surveyed the distance from the Horae to 
' tbe head of Santa Clara sewer aud reported a 
fa.ll from cue of the highest points of th e Home 
tract to the sewer of 16.5 feet—the distance being 
3,623 feet (three thousand six hundred and 
tw enty-three feet), or a fall of one foot iu 219, 
natural inclination 
According to works on 
sanitary and regular engineering, sewerage in­ 
d i ualion should not be less th an one foot to 
every 240, the latter being perm issible, but not 
desirable. 
As the highest ground at Santa 
Clara already contains tbe present buildings, 
new ones would have to be placed on lower 
ground, thus reducing the fall of sewage m atter 
j still more. A survey of the sam e students the 
sam e day gives the western fall o f the Home tract 
from the site of the present buildings in a 
northw esterly direction at 10.74 feet (see report 
on face to Cam pbell’s creek) 
To sew er this 
tract to Santa Clara system would give a fall of 
16.5 m inus 10.74. or only 5.76 feet for a distance 
of over 4,000 feet. Com puting the actual dist­ 
ance to be the even 4,000 fee , the fall for sewer­ 
age would be correspondingly a third less, not 
m ore th an four inches to 240 feet.

The Board of Supervisors met in regular 
session yesterday, all the members present, 
Dr. Tebbets iu the chair. 
A dozen or more Demociats were around 
during the day and ver, toud in their de­ 
nunciation of the vote of the Democratic 
member from the Second, which made a 
Repub.icau Chairman of the Beard. 
Supervisor Ross is so thoroughly dis­ 
gusted that some say he will resign 
his seat rather than sit on a Board with a 
man who “ threw him down so heavily.” 
Mr. Greer, the other Democratic member, 
looks glum and has not much to say. He 
remarsed that he could "take his medi­ 
cine” as well as anybody, but this was a 
bitter dose and he claimed the right to 
“ kick a little,” if he so desired. 
Mr. Black says lie don't care what others 
think of bis act, he is satisfied with bis 
record so far. 
Dr.Tebbets and Mr. Bates are complacent, 
in fact their features are wreathed with 
smiles.

THOROPGHLY DELIGHTED. 


A D a k o ta F a rm e r Im ag in es H e a t L ast 
H a s F o u n d P a ra d ise . 
Some three weeks ago there alighted from 
the train in this city a m an by the name of 
H . A. Brown. 
H e hailed from A m our in 
the southern portion of Dakota. 
H e had 
heard wonderful stories of California's cli­ 
mate, boundless resources and incom para­ 
ble productions, but he had taken no stock 
in w hat he had supposed to be the veriest 
fiction. 
Some six years ago he left the 
Genesee valley, in the central part of New 
York, and following Horace Greeley’s advice 
he bronght up in Southern Dakota. 
He 
has tried farm ing iu that section to his 
heart’s content. He says that the wheat 
raised there is about w hat we term chicken 
feed here; that five bushel? to the acre is an 
average crop and ten bushels is a big crop. 
The mercury in the therm om eter tries to 
climb out at the top in warm weather and 
goes down almost out of sight in the winter 
tim e. 
H e has seen it stand at 120° in the 
shade in the sum m er tim e and 00° below 
zero was considered "only a little cbillv in 
the winter tim e.” 
The wells on his place 
have frequently frozen and one tim e for 
three days all the water he could get was 
by melting snow, and his slock came near 
perishing. His description of a hail-storm 
that drove the crops in the fields into the 
earth so that nothing remained upon the 
surface after the storm passed would make 
one shudder, and his description of a bliz­ 
zard would alm ost make the hair of a Cali­ 
fornian stand on end. 
H undreds of lives 
were lost, bam s and residences wrecked 
and whole bands of live stock destroyed. 
Since he has been in the State he finds 
that half has not been told about Califor­ 
nia. She has the requisites for prosperity 
and plenty, has all that goes to make life 
pleasant and enjoyable, and none of the 
unpleasant features of the East. H e has 
been inspecting lands in the neighborhood 
of Orangevale, in this county, and was free 
to confess that he never saw better in his 
life. 
The 
crops were 
growing nicely, 
orange trees were laden with their golden 
fruits, vegetables were green and growing 
in the gardens, and the pleasant homes 
wherever he went were adorned with ten­ 
der creeping vines, while delicate flowers of 
every hue and variety were in bloom. 
He 
had at last found a country which had a 
never-ending sum m er, where the seasons 
were so m uch alike that the same suit of 
clothing answered for all purposes through­ 
out the year. 
W hen he came to California he intended 
to stay several months, bnt he has become 
so infatuated with this locality that he has 
bought a farm, and starts East to night to 
bring out his family, expecting to become 
a citizen of Sacramento by the 1st of 
March. 
He is quite confident that there 
wili be a large im m igration from Southern 
Dakota to Northern California during the 
present year. A letter from his wife yes- 
terda}’ stated that all the neighbors were 
anxiously awaiting his report, and many 
will follow his example. 
Hall, Luhrs & Co. and a few other public- 
spirited citizens have made up a small 
citrus display for Mr. Brown to take home 
with him . '
